WHEREAS, the VAC of Lake County currently provides general assistance to veterans
through its budgeted Assistance to Veterans account; and '

WHEREAS, additional funding is necessary to meet the demonstrated need for vision
services and aids for Lake County veterans; and

WHEREAS, the IDVA has extended a one-time grant agreement through August 31,
- 2009 to assist with this need, with no requirement of matching county funds; and

WHEREAS, the VAC has established guidelines for the proper distribution of funds and
payment of hearing services; and

WHEREAS, an emergency appropriation is necessary to formally accept this grant
agreement; and
